ANOTHED VIEW OF EMPIRE 
TRADE 


One of the strangest misconcep- 
tions of the meaning of inter-Empire 
trade is that revealed in the editor- 
ial columns of The Farmer’s Sun, 
Toronto, which says: 

Empire trade is politically im- 
practical because no one will list- 
‘en to it here, although it sounds 
well in Britain where the theory 
of exploiting the colonies revives. 
Strangely enough, this remarkable 

statement makes its appearance in 
the course of an editorial discussion 
of the situation created by the Unit- 
ed Staes tariff policy which is driving 
Canadian exporters to seek an outlet 
in—to ‘‘exploit,’’ to use the Sun’s 
ewn word---the British market. 
Judging by the active part which Can- 
adians have taken in the advocacy of 
intra-Empire trade, their repeated la- 
ments because they cannot get Eng- 
lish traders sufficiently interested in 
the subject, the ‘‘theory’’ of exploit- 
ing the colonies’’ has pecurred to all 
too few over there. Canada has been 
a leader in this Ednpire trade move- 
ment. She originated the British 
preference, she and New Zealand in- 
itiated the Empire penny postage af- 
ter the war. “Except for’ the instit- 
ution of such admirable agencies as 
the Empire Marketing Board Great 
Britain has been more of a hindrance 
than a help in Empire trading. What
